24. A process according to claim 17, wherein the lubricating functionality-providing agent 
(B) comprises one or more from among polyolefin-based waxes, fluorine-based waxes, 
paraffin-based waxes and stearic acid-based waxes.

19. A process according to claim 17 [or 18], wherein the aqueous polyurethane 
composition (A) comprises a polyester polyol. 

20. A process according to claim 17 [or 18], wherein the aqueous polyurethane 
composition (A) contains a carboxyl group or sulfonic acid group or salt thereof as a 
hydrophilic group. 

24. A process according to [any one of claims 19 to 23] claim 17 , wherein the lubricating 
functionality-providing agent (B) comprises one or more from among polyolefin-based waxes, 
fluorine-based waxes, paraffin-based waxes and stearic acid-based waxes.
